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PREMIER LEAGUE 
SEASON REVIEW 2019/20 


The 2019/20 season saw Spurs finish sixth in the Premier League and secure 
qualification to the UEFA Europa League for the following campaign. We won 16 of our 
38 league matches during the season while we drew 11 and lost 11 fixtures as we scored 

61 goals and conceded 47 in the process. For the sixth successive season, Harry Kane 
was our top scorer, with 18 Premier League goals and 24 strikes overall. In 2020/21, 
we will be playing European football for an 11th consecutive season by virtue of our 

finishing position in the Premier League. We haven't finished outside the division's top 
six since the 2008/09 campaign, whenwe came eighth. 


Tanguy Ndombele scored on his 
competitive Spurs debut as we beat 
Aston Villa 3-1 in our opening match of 
the 2019/20 Premier League season. The 
Frenchman's 73rd-minute equaliser came 
after we had fallen behind to a first-half 
strike from John McGinn. Harry Kane 
bagged a late brace as we secured all 


three points. 


The following week, a fine individual 
effort from Erik Lamela helped us to a 
2-2 draw with Manchester City.

In our historic first season in the top flight of women’s league 
football, Karen Hills and Juan Amoros’ team were eventually awarded a 
seventh-place finish in the WSL table after 15 rounds of fixtures, while we 
progressed to the quarter-finals of the Women’s FA Cup. 


SEPTEMBER 

A crowd of 24,564 watched our inaugural WSL 
fixture, as we went down to a 1-0 defeat to 
Chelsea at Stamford Bridge on 8 September 
2019. We didn't have to wait long for our first 
victory in the division, which arrived a week later 
on our home debut at The Hive. Rachel Furness’ 
first-half penalty was enough to give us a 1-0 
home triumph over Liverpool. 


Another bumper crowd of 24,790 were present 
at the London Stadium as we beat West Ham 
United 2-0. Rianna Dean scored the opener in 
the first half, while Lucy Quinn doubled our 
advantage with just six minutes of the 90 
remaining. 


OCTOBER 

After a 3-0 defeat to Manchester United at The 
Hive, we returned to winning ways with a 2-1 
triumph away at Bristol City. Kit Graham scored 
two long-range stunners with her left foot in the 
space of two second-half minutes to guarantee 
us the three points. 


NOVEMBER 

A WSL record attendance of 38,262 saw our 
north London derby against local rivals Arsenal 
at Tottenham Hotspur Stadium on 17 November 
2019. Despite a spirited showing from the team, 
it was the Gunners who triumphed 2-0 that 
afternoon. The month also saw a 3-1 defeat at 
Everton. 


DECEMBER 

A second-half equaliser from Graham helped 
us to a 1-1 draw at Birmingham City, while an 
own goal from Victoria Williams gave us a 1-0 
win over Brighton & Hove Albion at The Hive at 
the start of December. Despite a 6-0 home win 
over Lewes - which included an Angela Addison

JANUARY 

Sandwiched in between defeats to Manchester 
City and Manchester United, goals from Emma 
Mitchell and Dean gave us a 2-1 home victory 
over West Ham United in the WSL. Dean also 
got two goals in our 5-0 thrashing of National 
League Division One side Barnsley, as our 
Women’s FA Cup adventure got underway. Siri 
Worm and Gemma Davison also netted in the 
fourth round victory. 


FEBRUARY 
Our last WSL fixtures prior to the suspension 
and subsequent cancellation of the league 
saw us draw 2-2 at home to Everton and win 
1-0 at Brighton & Hove Albion. Addison and 
Mitchell were on target in our match-up with 
the Toffees, while Dean got our winner against 
the Seagulls. Our Women's FA Cup progress 
continued with a 5-0 away win at Coventry City. 
A hat-trick from Dean and further goals from 
Worm and Lucia Leon set-up a quarter-final tie 
with rivals Arsenal prior to the suspension of 
the competition. The resolution of the 2019/20 
Women’s FA Cup was still under review at the 
time of writing this Annual. 


When the 2019/20 WSL Season was suspended, 
we were sixth in the league table, having won 
six, drawn two and lost seven of our 15 matches. 
Upon the cancellation of the remaining league 
fixtures, we were awarded a seventh-place finish 
in the division, with the final standings decided 


on a ‘points per game’ (PPG) basis. 


Born in Setubal, Portugal on 26 January 1963, 
the former midfielder represented the likes of 
Rio Ave, Belenenses, Sesimbra and Comercio e 
Industria during his playing career. After hanging 
up his boots in 1987, his early coaching roles saw 
him work at Vitoria de Setubal and Estrela da 
Amadora. He was also a scout for Ovarense. 


In 1992, Jose took a job as a translator for the 
legendary Sir Bobby Robson at Sporting CP. 

He followed Robson to work as his assistant 
manager at Porto in 1993 and Barcelona in 1996, 
while he also served as Louis van Gaal's right- 
hand man at Barcelona. His first managerial post 
came at Benfica in 2000 while he took the top 
job at Uniao de Leiria a year later. 


Jose shone as manager of Porto between 2002 
and 2004, where he won two Primeira Liga titles, 
the UEFA Cup in 2003 and the UEFA Champions 
League a year later. He followed that up with an 
impressive three-year stint at Chelsea, where 

he collected two Premier League titles, two 
Football League Cups and the FA Cup. 


Success continued at Inter Milan, who he guided 
to back-to-back Scudetti in 2009 and 2010, as 
well as the Coppa Italia and the UEFA Champions 
League in 2010. He was a La Liga winner with 
Real Madrid in 2012, where he had also won 
the Copa del Ray a year earlier. Jose's return 
to English football and to Chelsea in 2013 saw 
the Blues go on to win the Premier League and 


Jose Mourinho became our Head Coach in 
November 2019, putting pen to paper on a contract" 
that runs un 


til the end of th 
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Football League Cup in 2015. He then lifted the 
Football League Cup and UEFA Europa League 
with Manchester United in 2017. 


Jose has won 25 major senior trophies to date 
and is the only manager to have won a top- 
flight league title in four different European 
countries (Portugal, England, Italy and Spain). 
He is a three-time Premier League Manager of 
the Season and a four-time winner of the IFFHS 
World's Best Club Coach award. He was also 
named UEFA Manager of the Year in both 2003 
and 2004 as well as the FIFA World Coach of the 
Year in 2010. 


Jose's first match as our Head Coach saw us 
win 3-2 at West Ham United 
on 23 November 2019. In his 
inaugural season in charge, 
he guided us to a sixth-place 
finish in the Premier League, 
the UEFA Champions 
League round of 16 and the 
FA Cup fifth round.

HUGO LLORIS 


The 2020/21 season is Club captain Hugo Lloris’ ninth 
campaign with us, having joined from Olympique Lyonnais 
back in 2012. The Frenchman, who made his 300th 
appearance in our colours in the 2-2 draw at Manchester 
City in August 2019, holds the Club record for the most 
Premier League clean sheets, with 92 stop-outs in the 
division as of the end of the 2019/20 season. Hugo has 
played over 100 times for France and lifted the World Cup 
in 2018 as skipper of Les Bleus. 


PAULO GAZZANIGA 


With Hugo Lloris sidelined by an injury for several months 
during the 2019/20 season, Paulo Gazzaniga made 25 
appearances for us during the campaign, including four 
starts in the UEFA Champions League. The Argentine, who 
joined us from Southampton in August 2017, made his 
Spurs debut in a 1-0 win over Crystal Palace in November 
that year. He impressed with two penalty saves during 
our 4-2 shootout victory over Watford after a 2-2 draw 

in a Carabao Cup third round tie in September 2018. He 
made his international debut for Argentina in their 2-0 win 
against Mexico a few months later. 


JOE HART 


Joe Hart joined us in the summer of 2020 having left Burnley 
at the end of the 2019/20 campaign. The experienced 
goalkeeper began his career with his home town club, 
Shrewsbury Town, prior to a transfer to Manchester City in 
2006. He won two Premier League titles, two League Cups 
and an FA Cup during a 12-year spell at the Etihad Stadium, 
during which time he collected four Premier League Golden 
Glove awards and was twice named in the PFA Team of the 
Year. The England international, who has 75 caps to his name 
at the time of writing, was loaned to Torino and West Ham 
United during his time as a City player. 


DANNY ROSE 


Danny Rose joined us from Leeds United back in July 2007 
and has since featured in over 200 competitive matches 

for us. He made 16 appearances for us in the first half of 

the 2019/20 season before spending the remainder of the 
campaign on loan at Newcastle United. The versatile player, 
who operates predominantly at left-back, played for England 
at all levels between U16 and U21 before making his senior 
Three Lions debut against Germany in March 2016. 


TOBY ALDERWEIRELD 


Toby Alderweireld put pen to paper on a new contract 
with us in December 2019 that will keep him at the 
Club until 2023. The Belgium international joined us 
from Atletico Madrid in July 2015. He made his Spurs 
debut against Manchester United in August 2015, 
while his 200th Club appearance came in our 3-0 
victory over Leicester City in July 2020. He netted 
twice in 42 matches during the 2019/20 season in 
wins over Aston Villa and Arsenal. 


DAVINSON SANCHEZ 


Colombian international Davinson Sanchez joined us from 
Ajax in August 2017 for a Club record fee. The defender 

has since played in over 100 matches for us, including 

eight appearances during our memorable UEFA Champions 
League campaign of 2018/19 that saw us reach the final. He 
put pen-to-paper on an improved contact after his debut 
season with the Club in 2017/18, committing his future with 
us until 2024. 


SERGE AURIER 


Right back Serge Aurier joined us from Paris 
Saint-Germain in August 2017. The Ivory Coast 
international netted twice in 24 appearances in 

his inaugural campaign in our colours in 2017/18 

and followed that up with two strikes in 17 matches 
for us in 2018/19. He scored twice in 42 fixtures in 
2019/20, which included a memorable volley against 
Olympiacos in the UEFA Champions League. 


BEN DAVIES 


A consistent and reliable performer, Ben Davies was closing 
in on his 200th Spurs appearance at the time of writing this 
Annual. Born in Neath on 24 April 1993, the Welshman rose 
through the ranks at Swansea City to establish himself as a 
First Team player, making 85 senior appearances between 
2012 and 2014. The defender signed for Spurs in July 2014 
and put pen to paper on a new, five-year contract with us in 
July 2019. 


JUAN FOYTH 


Defender Juan Foyth arrived from Estudiantes in the 
summer of 2017 and made 23 appearances in his first 
two seasons at Spurs. Subsequently he played in 
seven matches for us in 2019/20. His first goal came 
in our 1-0 win at Crystal Palace in the Premier League 
in November 2018, while he also made his senior 
debut for Argentina against Mexico in a 2-0 victory 
that same month. 


ERIC DIER 


Eric Dier signed a new contract with us in July 2020, 
extending his stay through until 2024. The versatile 
player, who is able to operate in defence or midfield, 
originally joined us from Sporting Lisbon in August 2014 
and scored the winning goal at West Ham United on his 
Spurs debut that month. He has since featured in over 
200 matches for us and has been a regular member of the 
England senior squad. 


PIERRE-EMILE HOJBJERG 


Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg joined us in August 2020 after four 
seasons with Southampton, where he scored five goals 

in 134 appearances. The dynamic midfielder started his 
professional career with Bundesliga giants Bayern Munich, 
for whom he became the club's youngest league debutant 
in April 2013, at the age of 17 years and 251 days. More 
information on the Danish international - who has also 
enjoyed loan spells with FC Augsburg and FC Schalke 04 
during his career - can be found on pages 32 and 33 of this 
annual. 


JAPHET TANGANGA 


The 2019/20 season saw Spurs Academy graduate Japhet 
Tanganga establish himself as a member of our First Team 
squad. The defender made his competitive debut in a 
Carabao Cup tie at Colchester United in September 2019, 
while his first Premier League appearance came against 
Liverpool in January 2020. Following a campaign in which 
he featured in 11 matches in total, Japhet signed a new, five- 
year contract with us in July 2020. 


MOUSSA SISSOKO 


A French international with over 60 caps to his name, 
Moussa Sissoko has been an important member of our 
squad since joining from Newcastle United in 2016. He made 
35 appearances for us across all competitions in 2019/20, 
scoring his first goal in over two years in our 3-2 Premier 
League victory over AFC Bournemouth in November 2019. 
He quickly followed that up with his second strike of the 
season in our 5-0 triumph over Burnley the following month. 
He made his 150th appearance for us against Brighton & 
Hove Albion on Boxing Day, 2019. 


ERIK LAMELA 


Erik Lamela marked his 200th Spurs appearance with an 
excellent performance in our 5-0 UEFA Champions League 
victory over Crvena Zvezda in October 2019. The Argentine 
international scored and made two assists on the night, and 
netted four times in 35 appearances in total in 2019/20. 
Erik joined us from Roma in 2013 and is well-known for the 
‘rabona’ goal he scored against Asteras Tripoli in October 
2014 which was subsequently named the UEFA Europa 
League ‘Goal of the Season’ He had scored three times in 25 
matches for Argentina at of the end of 2019/20 season. 


DELE ALLI 


Dele Alli’s fifth season at Spurs in 2019/20 saw him score 
nine times in 38 matches in all competitions. The attacking 
midfielder joined the likes of Toby Alderweireld, Erik Lamela 
and Heung-Min Son in making his 200th appearance for us 
during the campaign, achieving the landmark as he started 
in our 2-1 win at Wolverhampton Wanderers in December 
2019. Born in Milton Keynes on 11 April 1996, Dele started 
his career with his local professional side MK Dons before 
signing for us in 2015. The two-time PFA Young Player of the 
Year (2016 and 2017) has regularly featured in the England 
senior squad since making his Three Lions debut back in 


October 2015. 


LUCAS MOURA 


Lucas Moura will forever be remembered for his hat-trick 

in our 3-2 UEFA Champions League semi-final, second 

leg victory over Ajax in May 2019, which took us to the 

final of the competition. The Brazilian international also 
holds the distinction of being the first hat-trick scorer at 
Tottenham Hotspur Stadium by virtue of his trio in a 4-0 
win over Huddersfield Town in April 2019. The former Sao 
Paulo and Paris Saint-Germain winger made his 100th Spurs 
appearance against West Ham United in June 2020. 


HARRY WINKS 


A lifelong Spurs fan, Harry Winks started training with us 
from the age of five prior to making his First Team debut 
in our 1-0 victory over FK Partizan in the UEFA Europa 
League in November 2014. He was a regular in the centre 
of our midfield during the 2019/20 season, featuring in 
41 matches in all competitions. He scored his first senior 
goal for England on the occasion of his sixth international 
appearance in a 4-0 victory in Kosovo in November 2019. 


TANGUY NDOMBELE 


A new arrival prior to the start of the 2019/20 season, Tanguy 
Ndombele scored on his competitive debut for us in a 3-1 
victory over Aston Villa in August, 2019. The Frenchman 
signed from Olympique Lyonnais and netted twice in 29 
appearances in his inaugural season with us. The midfielder, 
who is a product EA Guingamp's youth system, made his 
senior international debut for France against Iceland in 
October 2018. 


GIOVANI LO CELSO 


Having impressed on loan from Spanish club Real Betis 
Balompie during the 2019/20 season, Giovani Lo Celso’s 
contract was made permanent in January 2020 as he 

signed a contract running through to the summer of 

2025. The attacking midfielder, who began his career with 
Rosario Central, signed for Paris Saint-Germain in 2016. 

The Argentinian international was initially loaned back to 
Rosario before scoring six goals in 54 appearances for PSG 
between 2016 and 2018. He moved to Real Betis - initially on 
loan, then permanently - during the 2018/19 season. 


RYAN SESSEGNON 


The highlight of Ryan Sessegnon’s debut season with us 

in 2019/20 was a fine strike against Bayern Munich in 

the UEFA Champions League on his first Spurs start in 
December 2019. Ryan joined us from Fulham in the summer 
of 2019, having netted 25 times in 120 appearances for the 
Whites between 2016 and 2019. The Roehampton-born 
player, who has been capped for England at various levels 
between U16 and U21, was also an ever-present for Fulham 
in 2017/18 in the EFL Championship as they were promoted 
to the Premier League. 


JACK CLARKE 


York-born winger Jack Clarke signed a four-year contract 
with us in July 2019 prior to being loaned back to his 
original club, Leeds United. Clarke was also loaned 

to Queens Park Rangers during the second part of \ 
the 2019/20 season, for whom he featured in seven 
competitive matches. The player made his England U20 
debut against Netherlands U20s in September 2019. 


STEVEN BERGWIJN 


Steven Bergwijn made quite an impact at Spurs following 

his arrival from PSV Eindhoven in January 2020, as he 

scored on his debut in a 2-0 Premier League victory over 
Manchester City. He went on to score further goals against 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and Manchester United during 
the campaign, which saw him make 16 appearances for us in 
total. The Dutchman has been capped at all levels between 
U17 and U21, while his senior Netherlands debut came against 
Germany in October 2018. 


GEDSON FERNANDES 


Gedson Fernandes joined us on an 18-month loan from 
Benfica in January 2020, making his Spurs debut in our 
goalless draw at Watford that month. The Portuguese 
winger made a total of 12 appearances for us during the 
2019/20 season. Previously capped at U17, U19, U20 and 
U21 level, the player - who was born on the Central African 
island of Sao Tome and Principe - made his senior Portugal 


debut against Croatia in September 2018. 


HEUNG-MIN SON 


Heung-Min Son's impressive Spurs career continued in 2019/20 
as he was named One Hotspur Player of the Season, One 
Hotspur Juniors’ Player of the Season and Official Supporters’ 
Clubs’ Player of the Season for a second successive campaign 
(see pages 42-43). His individual goal against Burnley in 
December 2019 won our Goal of the Season award and was 
also voted the BBC Match of the Day's ‘Goal of the Season’ 
during a campaign in which he netted 18 times in 41 matches in 
all competitions. The South Korean international, who joined 
us from Bayer Leverkusen in 2015, made his 200th Spurs 
appearance against Liverpool in October 2019. 


HARRY KANE 


England captain Harry Kane netted 24 times in 34 
appearances for us during the 2019/20 season as he moved 
up to third position on our top, all-time goal scorers list. The 
former Leyton Orient, Millwall, Norwich City and Leicester 
City loanee bagged his 200th and 20!st club goals in our 3-1 
away win against Newcastle United in July 2020, while he 
ended the 2019/20 campaign having scored 188 times in 287 
Spurs appearances. The legendary Jimmy Greaves leads our 
scoring charts with 266 goals in 379 matches for the Club.

Our first major signing of the Summer 2020 transfer window was 
Danish international midfielder Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg. ; 


On 11 August 2020, we announced the signing 
of Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg from fellow Premier 
League side Southampton. The Danish 
international midfielder arrived in N17 on the 
back of four impressive seasons 
with Saints, for whom he scored 
five goals in 128 appearances. 


Hojbjerg trained with the likes 
of BK Skjold, FC Copenhagen 
and Brondby IF as a youngster 
and was named ‘Danish U17 
Player of the Year’ in 2011 and 
‘Danish Talent of the Year’ two 
years later. He moved to Bayern 
Munich in July 2012 and made 
his professional debut for the club against 1.FC 
Niirnberg in April 2013. Aged 17 years and 251 
days at the time, he became the youngest player 
ever to represent Bayern in a Bundesliga match 
in the process. 


The high-tempo midfielder started in Bayern’s 
2-0 extra-time DFB-Pokal Final victory over 
Borussia Dortmund in May 2014 during a 
campaign in which the Bavarians also won the 
Bundesliga title. He made his senior debut for 
Denmark against Sweden that same month. By 
the time of his transfer to Spurs in August 2020, 
Pierre-Emile had won a total of 33 caps for 
Denmark and scored three international goals. 


Hojbjerg spent loan spells with FC Augsburg 
and FC Schalke 04 during his time as a Bayern 
player. He departed the Allianz Arena to join 
Southampton on a five-year contract in July 
2016, having made a total of 25 appearances for

ONE 


Throughout our 139-year history, we have experienced numerous 
trophy successes in years ending in one. As our players strive for glory 
in 2021, we look back on some of our past triumphs... 


1901 
FA CUP WINNERS 


In 1901, whilst members of the old Southern 
League, we became the first and only non-league 
club ever to win the FA Cup. After drawing 2-2 
with Sheffield United in the final at Crystal 
Palace, we beat the Blades 3-1 in the replay at 
Bolton's Burnden Park thanks to goals from John 
Cameron, Tom Smith and Sandy Brown. 


1921 
FA CUP WINNERS 


Our second FA Cup triumph also came ina 
year ending in one, as we beat Wolverhampton 
Wanderers 1-0 in the final at Stamford Bridge, 
100 years ago this season. Jimmy Dimmock 
scored the winner for Peter McWilliam’s team, 
who finished sixth in the old First Division that 


same season. 


1951 
FOOTBALL LEAGUE CHAMPIONS 


We became champions 
of England for the 

first time in 1951 as we 
finished four points 
clear of Manchester 
United to claim the First 
Division title. Our ‘Push 
and Run’ side, which was managed by former 
Spurs player, Arthur Rowe, won 25 of their 42 
league matches that campaign, drew 10 and lost 
just seven, scoring 82 goals in the process. 


1961 
‘DOUBLE’ WINNERS 


Bill Nicholson, who had been a key player in 
Rowe's title-winning side of 1950/51, guided 

us through our most successful season of all in 
1960/61, as we became the first English club of 
the 20th century to win the Football League title 
and the FA Cup ina single campaign. More details 
of this glorious season can be found on pages 38 
and 39 of this annual. 


1971 
FOOTBALL LEAGUE CUP WINNERS 


Our inaugural season in the Football League 
Cup - currently known as the Carabao Cup for 


: sponsorship reasons - came in 1966/67, while 


we won the competition for the first time four 
seasons later. Martin Chivers scored twice in the 
1971 League Cup Final as we beat Aston Villa 2-0 
at the ‘original’ Wembley Stadium. 


1981 
FA CUP WINNERS 


We returned to Wembley Stadium 10 years later 
to compete in the 100th FA Cup Final. Tommy 
Hutchison scored at both ends in our 1-1 draw 
with Manchester City. The replay saw Ricky 
Villa, who had been substituted in the game five 
days earlier, give us an eighth-minute lead. City 
equalised three minutes later through Steve 
MacKenzie and a penalty from Kevin Reeves 
early in the second half put them in front. Our 
striker Garth Crooks levelled with 20 minutes 
remaining prior to Villa scoring our winner - an 
effort that would go on to be voted Wembley 
Stadium’s ‘Goal of the (20th) Century’ in 2001. 


1991 
FA CUP WINNERS 


Our most recent FA Cup Final appearance got 
off to a somewhat inauspicious start as star 
midfielder Paul Gascoigne was stretchered off 
with a serious injury while Stuart Pearce gave 
opponents Nottingham Forest a 16th-minute 
lead with a thunderous free-kick. Our striker 
and current Match of the Day host Gary Lineker 
had a seemingly legitimate ‘goal’ ruled out 

for offside, while the England marksman also 
saw his 30th minute penalty saved by Forest 
goalkeeper Mark Crossley. 


Paul Stewart equalised 10 minutes into the 
second half and in extratime, Des Walker 
scored an own goal to give us a 2-1 win. Having 
previously won the FA Cup in 1901, 1921, 1961, 
1962, 1967, 1981 and 1982 we collected the 
trophy for a then-record eighth time.

Designed 
by Populous, the venue has a host of unique 
features including the world’s first dividing 
retractable pitch, enabling it to stage events 
such as NFL fixtures, rugby league and rugby 
union matches, boxing and concerts in addition 
to football.

2007/08 Season 


SPURS 6-4 READING 


Dimitar Berbatov was our joint-top goal-scorer along with 
Robbie Keane in 2007/08 as he netted 23 times in all 
competitions during a highly productive campaign. One of 
the Bulgarian’s major highlights that season was the four 
goals he scored in an incredible 6-4 victory over Reading 
at the Lane in December 2007. Berbatov's close-range 
effort gave us a seventh-minute lead inthe match priorto 
Kalifa Cissé’s leveller for the Royals. After ivar Ingimarsson” 
put Reading 2-1 up after eight minutes of the second-half, — 
Berbatov levelled before the Berkshire side regained their 
advantage through a Dave Kitson strike. Our former number 
nine completed his hat-trick on 73 minutes while Kitson 
scored again seconds later. Steed Malbranque's goal made 
the score 4-4 with just 14 minutes of normal time remaining 
before a late strike from Jermain Defoe and Berbatov's 


fourth goal of the afternoon sealed our victory. 


1995/96 Season 
SPURS 4-1 MANCHESTER UNITED 


With a number of key players including Darren 
Anderton, Ruel Fox and Gary Mabbutt all unavailable 
for our New Year's Day 1996 clash with Manchester 
United, few would have predicted a victory - let 
alone such a convincing one - against a team that 
went on to win the ‘double’ (the Premier League 

and FA Cup) that season. Our captain Teddy 
Sheringham's 35th-minute opener was cancelled out 
moments later by Andy Cole before Sol Campbell 
restored our lead just before the half-time break 
with a right-footed shot.

Manchester United arrived at White Hart Lane in October 
1999 in a buoyant mood, having won the Premier League, the 
Champions League and the FA Cup the previous campaign. Sir 
Alex Ferguson's side led after 23 minutes of the encounter 
when Ryan Giggs collected a through-ball from Andy Cole and 
finished past lan Walker. Our equaliser came on 37 minutes, 
when Steffen Iversen bundled home from close range. Three 
minutes later, Paul Scholes put through his own net from a 
David Ginola cross as we led 2-1 at the interval.

Harry Redknapp's Spurs knew 
that a victory at the Etihad Stadium 
would guarantee a top-four finish and 
qualification to the UEFA Champions 
League play-off stage for the first time 
in our history.
